Come Here In 1937
Mrs. Pons came to Torrance 

with her late husband in 1937 
after fleeing Germany to es­ 
cape the Nazi purge. A native 
of Grodno, Poland, she had 
lived in Germany for 20 years 
prior to coming to America.

For years after she and her 
husband came to Torrance, she 
lived with a mounting dread' 
for the fate of relatives she 
left behind..After World War 
II, she received a letter from 
a younger sister, Ciwa, living 
in Tel Aviv, who reported that 
relatives escaping from Ger­ 
many reported that Mrs. Pon's 
mother, father, another sister, 
and two brothers, along with 
other relatives, had been mur­ 
dered in a concentration camp 
and their property confiscated. 

Will Regain Property
"It will take time, but we 

will regain some of our prop­ 
erty," Mrs. Pons said after re- 
turining from Germany.

The German government is 
now paying restitution to Jew­ 
ish people who were driven 
out by Hitler's hordes, she 
said.

" I love America for taking 
us in," Mrs. Pons will tell you 
seriously. "To the 'last day ol 
life, I will not forget it. I wil 
be a very good American."

Life in Germany today is 
relatively easy, she found. 
One of the popular features in 
Berlin is tho Amerika Haus, a 
United Stales center contain­ 
ing books, a theater, and con' 
cert stage.

Prices Reasonable
Admission to top German 

opera houses is two Marks, or 
about 50 cents. A person can 
live there for about $3 a day 
in American money. Food and 
cloihing is reasonably priced 
ami there appears to bo un
